P.Eugene 
has made very confiderable Offers co Count Berezeni 
to draw him off from the Malecontents, bur without 
Succefs. There is Advice from Temifwaer, that the 
Garrifon of that Place had mutinied for their Pay,and 
in their firft Fury cut in pieces 5 of their chief Officers. 
Such Numbrs of Men (who exprefs great Eagernefs 
to give Proofs of their Affection to the Emperor and 
to their Country) come hither to offer themfelves to 
be lifted in the Troops of Horfe and Foot which are 
now raifing ; that the Officers choofe only thofe thar 
are ableft tor Service ; and if they continue re come 
in as faft one Month longer, ic will be eafie to in- 
creafe the Army at Presbourg to 25000 Men. ‘The 
Nobility of the Lower Auftria are fending hither the _ 
Men and Horfes, they are to furnifh in proportion to 
their Rank and Eftates ; for example, a Privy Coun- 
cellor is to furnith 3 Men and Horfes with their Arms 
and Mounting ; and a Gentlemen of the Bed-cham- 
ber 2; which all together will, ‘tis compured, make 
up about 2000 Horfe.

Vienna, Jan. 16. Yefterday the Regunent of Dra- 
goons of Bareith confifting of 1200 Men, and 860 
Danith Horfe, arriv’d here in their way to Hungary. .

Count Caroli fent 6 
of his Offers to Oedenburg to offer that Town the 
Protection of the Malecontents ; which Officers were 
2 Hours in the Townhoufe, and reported that the 
Malecontents had an Army of 17000 Men at Papa, 
within 2 Leagues of Odenburg ; they return’d with- 
out any Anfwer to their Meffage. But we forefee 
that Town muft accept the Protection offer’d by the 
Malecontents, as well becaufe moft of the Towns in 
lower Hungary, even fome that are within 4 Miles of 
this City, have fubmitted to Count Caroli, as be- 
caufe there are no Soldiers garrifon’d in it.

and retir'd, We are in paia to know how Affairs go 
in Turkey, from whence we have had no Letters 
thefe 2 Months ; nor fhall we be able to come by 
‘any very eafily, becaufe the Rebels are in the Way. 
Vienna, Jan, 19. The Imperial Court having fenc 
3 feveral Expreffes to P. Eugene of Savoy, his High- 
nefs return'’d Hither yefterday, and foon after his ar- 
rival appear’d in the Council.He has Icft tooo Foor 
and 100 Horfe in Presburg, and has order'd the reft 
of the Troops to poit themfelves on the.River Leica 
to defend the Frontiers of Auftria.
